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FOKEWORD 


Owing to the unavailability of the valuable work of Dr. J. F. Fleet, 
v/z.j Inscriptions”, published in the Corpus Inscriptionum Indi- 

carum,Vo]. Ill, and the inaccesibility of the old volumes of Epigraphia 
Indica and Indian Antiquary, great difficulty was felt both by scholars and 
students of Epigraphy in the Universities for the lack of a text- book. A 
volume on the texts of important inscriptions was a long-felt desideratum. 
In order to remove that difficult}^, the present edition of ‘Some Im ortant 
Inscriptions of Asoka, the Guptas, the Mankharis and others’ has been 
published. As the market for such a work is very limited, only a small 
number of copies have been printed.
